Intense propaganda against Greece and Yugoslavia is being spread in village 
meetings, The claim is mde that these two countries are preparing a revolu- 
tion in Albania with the aid of Albanian "traiters" who have fled to those 
countries, All the speakers veassure the people that there is no need for 
fear since "Mcther Russia" will protect then. 


Resistance to the Regine:

In the Elvasan area on 3 February 1951 a group of 20 Nationalist Albaniar 
guerrillas skirmished with wits of the Pursuit Brigade, It is alleged 
that this group of guerrillas had been betrayed by the man whe was giving 
them food. Asa result of the skirmish, 10 guerrilles and 20 soldiers 
were killed. Subsequently the guerrillas killed their betrayer, whose 
treachery they had discovered, There sre rumors that the guerrillas were 
parachuted into Albania, 


e, On & February 1951 a guerrilla esroup of unknown number and identity pesed 
through the village of Raje, They attienpted to take 40 persons from this 
village to join them in the mountains, bat thay did not sueesed in their 
mission. 


f, STREET CEL TNR six guerrillas in the church of Prophet 
Elias in Hocisht (N, 17-54), They had lighted 2 fire. 
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g. On the night of 8 February 1951 two strangers went to a house in Hocisht 
and demnded brend and then disappesred. They are thought to have been 
guerrillas,

An order has bean issued to the inhabitants not to receive anyon? into their 
houses at night, even if such a person stays that he is an agent of the Sigurim, 
The reason for this measure is the assassination of certain Commmists by the 
guerrillas.

' ‘gens who do not belong to cooperatives (shcomikers, barbers, and the 
technical workers of the cities generally), in order to compel them to 
work in the eooperatives, If they do not enroll, they will be obliged to 
get thelr food from the State stores, whore 1+ Is more expensive than in 
the sooperatives, For example, corn (mize) in the cooperative is 4 lek 
per kilogram, whereas in the State stores it is 80 lek per kilogran,
